No F u rth er Diversio n 
Reply ing to a question, the gov- 
erno said it would probably be im ­ 
possible for the state to finance a d­ 
ditional relief by further diversion 
of motor fuel tax funds. 
That form of diversion was a sk­

y ear in helping the FERA bear the

Horner gave no indication as to

March to see just ho w far o ur actual pro ductio n and 
co nsumptio n fell sho rt o f w hat was po ssible. 
The repo rt submitted by this gro up is o ne o f the 
ino it impo rtant do cuments o ffered the American peo ple 
in recent years. 
It states bluntly 
that the wants o f every citizen 
co uld have been met witho ut the necessity fo r capacity 
pro ductio n. 
In o ther wo rds, what so me o f us have lo ng 
suspected is pro ved to be true — there is no physical rea ­ 
so n why anybo dy in America sho uld lack fo r anything. 
In the banner year o f 1020, fo r instance, we pro ­ 
duced fo o d 
wo rth nearly $27,0(10,000,000. But because 
59 percent o f o ur families pet alo ng o n inco mes o f less 
than $2,000 a year, 
they were fo rced to co nsume diets 
co ntaining to o little meat. 
If we had pro duced 
$3,000,000,000 mo re o f fo o d 
pro ducts, every family co uld have had a pro per diet. 
In 
1929, also , we 
bo ught 29 ,000,000 m en’s suits, 
173,000,000 dresses, 9 ,270,000 men’s co ats and 614,000,- 
000 pairs o f wo men’s sto ckings. 
But the clo thmp industry v\as capable o f pro ducing 
between two and three times as much, in each o f these 
gro ups,* every citizen co uld have had plenty o f decent, 
well-fittinp clo thinp witho ut callinp o n the industry fo r 
capacity pro ductio n. 
If all o ur unemplo yed do cto rs and nurses had been 
put to wo rk, every perso n in America co uld have had 
perfect medical treatm ent fo r $12 a year. If o ur building 
industry wo rked 
at capacity, every family in America 
co uld bp o ccupying a pleasant, up-to -date ho me inside o f 
10 years. 
Our 
transpo rtatio n 
system 
co uld 
be 
expanded 
eno rmo usly and run pro fitably; 
we co uld easily spend 
$12,000,000,000 a year o n educatio n, instead o f appro x­ 
imately $3,7 25,000,000 as we do now. 
Ho w is a Uto pian picture like th is to be 
r e a l i z e d? 
The bo ard remarks that each o f o ur 27,000,000 families 
must have a buy np po wer o f $4700 a year
